Great Britain is fairly couimitted to 
the invasion of Afghanistan. . The 
trooits crossetl tho frontier Thursday 

and penetrated five miles into Kliyljer 
Pass, where they occupied a fort that 
had been evacuated by tho enemy with 
the exception of a small aquad of in- 
fant-ry — three very young children. 
Tho real work of the campaign is before 
the expedition. Tlie pass is a narroiv 
defile in tho Himalaya mountains, and 
& small force posted on tlie hills could 
harrass and inflict serious loss on an in- 
vader. When Mnjor-Genei-al Pollock 
commanded the expedition that in 1812 
was sent to avenge tho horrid nia.ssacro 
of tho British army retreating from 
Cabul, ho scaled the heights and occu- 
pied the hills on either side of the pass 
before .sending tlie bulk of his army 
and his lieavy artillery through the do- 
file. By this means lii.s flanks were 
protected from as,saults from either 
side, and he got through with compara- 
tively small los.s. Once fairly through 
the pass and in tlie countiy, Cabul, 
Herat and other • strongholds will 
speedily fall before the artillery and 
other appliances of modern -warfare. 
We have been frequently asked for a 
description of Kliyhor Pa.s.s, and ha^ o 
prepared the following, wliich will be 
of value to readers as from day to day 
the events of the war unfold them- 
selves ; 

"Tho Kliyber Pa.ss, may be said, gen- 
erally speaking, to commence at Jam- 
rood, ten miles west of Pashawur, and 
to extend as far as Dhada, a distance 
of about thirty-three miles. The actual 
entrance to the defile, however, is at 
Kakain, a place three miles west of 
Jamrood. There still exists the ruins 
of an old Sikh fort, built in 18:^7, after 
the defeat of the Afghan army on the 
adjacent plains by the Khalsa army 
undei' Ilurce Singh. Within one thous- 
and yards of Kakain the gorge narrows 
to ono hundred and fifty yard.s, with 
steep, precipitou.s clifl's on either liaud. 
Between this and the Afghan 
frontier fort of Ali IMusjid, 
where the Briti.sli jNIission was 
turned back, distant about ten n>iles, 
the mountains on either hand are about 
ono thousand five hundred feet in height 
slaty, bare, and to all appearances in- 
accessible; the width of tho pass vatnes 
from 290 to 400 feet. For a distance 
of two miles and a half beyond Ali 
Musjid tiio pass retains its difiicult char- 
acter. It then enters tho Lnga Bog 
Valley, about six miles in length, with 
an average breadth of a mile and a half. 
The western end of the valley, now 
finds the road entering a still narrow- 
er defile, there being scarcely room for 
two camels to pass each other. The 
Lundi Khana Pass is distant from this 
point about a mile and a lialf; the as- 
cent over it is narrow, rugged, stcej), 
and generally the most difficult part of 
tho roadj guns could not be drawn 
here except by men, and then only 
after an improvement of the track. The 
descent, however, is along a ^Voll made 
road, and not so difiicult. On tho 
west side of the pass the mountains 
^udually open out and lose much of 
their inaccessible nature. Dhaka is 
distant about eight miles, and here the 
defile end.s. The Afghans a.sscrt that 
Cabul is six thousand years old, and 
that the Arch Enemy f(^ll tliere when 
driven out of heaven. Tlie present city 
was built by Maiijioud, and before the 
visit of the British army in 1842 was 
a handsome and busy city full of 
bazaars. A traveler, after describing 
the splendid pageant wliich he witness- 
ed on tlie occasion of Sir.\H Snu,i.\.\'s 
return to Cabul from his winter jialace 
of J ellabad, speaks of the city palace — 
that of the proudest monarch in tlie 
world — as being defiled by the presence 
of a military mess and the sacred 
throne as being converted into a lounge 
and a pitch-and-toss table. Tliis throne 
is said to be very ancient. It is com- 
posed of an octagonal block of white 
marble, raised on legs of the same 
material. TJic arches and pillars of the 
windows in the throne I'ooni are of 
wood, carved and painted. Tlio side 
walls are full of niches, which are em- 
bossed in various patterns on the glitter- 
ing plaster, and the ceiling is richly 
painted in flowers and scrolls."

These presses have perforated 
bottoms, through which the oil flows into 
tanks, As tho factoiy was only started 
on Monday last, we are unable to give 
particulars as to tlie ainoiiiit of oil yield- 
ed by a given weight of fish; but we are 
told that the oil itself is much liner and 
clearer than dog-fish oil. Tho refuse from 
the presses is either sold for manure or 
buried on sliorc.

BRITISH TROOPS CROSS THE 
AFGHAN FRONTIER! 



AND OOOTTPY A FORTI 



Froparations for tie necoptioa of the 
Tioe-llegal Parties. 



LoNDoy, Nov. 21.— This morning's 
SkDiddrd announces tlio reply to tho 
British ultimatum received from the 
Ameer of Afghanistan and orders have 
accordingly been .sent to India for the 
troops to advance. 

The government lias published a long 
dispatch from Lord Cranbrook, Secre- 
tary of State for India, to Lord Ly tton. 
Viceroy of India, recapitulating the 
negotiations with Afghanistan. Tlie 
diapatcli traces the fir.st engagement be- 
tween England and the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan. The refusal of tho Glad- 
stone government in 1873 to give a de- 
finite answer as to how far they would- 
Iielp him if he was threatened by llus- 
siu. The dispatch points out that on 
the iicoession of the present goveriinient 
tho relations of England with Afghan- 
istan had to be considered with refer- 
ence to the rapid march of events in 
Turkestan. Consequnntly, -when Lord 
Lytton was sent to India, he was in- 
stiucte^l to oflcr the Ameer the jirotec- 
tion ho had previously solicited, name- 
ly, substantial promises and recogni- 
tion of his dynasty, nnd pledge of ma- 
terial support against unprovoked for- 
eign aggres-sion, conditionally upon tho 
Ameer allowing the Britisli govorn- 
insnt to have access to all positions in 
his territory except Cabul. The ,SV«?i- 
ilctnl adds that the Cabinet council 
which was held yestenlay adjourned 
after a protracted sitting until to-mor- 
row ; but the decision arrived at diis- 
pnls all doubt and wo are consequently 
oiigagfid in a war with Afghanistan 
which has been forced upon us by Rus- 
sian intrigue and tho evil eflect of our 
past political policy. 

A dispatch from Thull says it is re- 
ported that the garrison of the first 
fortress in Kliurm Valley is prepared 
to capitulate wlien summoned. The 
column is in splendid condition and 
eager for advance. 

The Post in its editorial says, "When 
it became evident some days ago that 
the Ameer intended to persevere in his 
disdainful reticence frontier command- 
ers received orders to be in readiness to 
cominenco operations this morning. 
The simple duty of yesterday's Cabinet 
council was to learn whether any change 
in tho Ameer's attitude would necessi- 
tate the alteration of these instructions. 
As tlie Ameer has sent no reply it only 
remained for the troops to execute the 
original orders and the advance has 
probably begun. 

London, Nov. 21.— An order has 
been unexjiectedly received at Wool- 
wich for nearly one hundred tons of 
camp equipage for tho array in South 
Africa. Stores are now being embark- 
ed for immediate di.sjiatcli. Tho con- 
signment includes a great number of 
tents, blankets, barrack furniture, 
utensils and other necessaries. 

Paris, Nov. 21. — Deforton, in his 
defence before the Chamber referred to 
Gambettn's sjieecli as favoring the 
ostracism of all not old Republicans. 
Gainbctta said, "That is a falsehood."

London, Nov. 21. — ^Thero is no ex- 
citement over the India news. 

Pakis, Nov. 21. — Gambetta and 
DeFourton fought a duel with pistols 
to-day at Haut Brugea The parties 
mot and had one exciiange of sliota at 
35 paces. Neither were hurt.' 

DELAYED DISPATCHES; 

EUEOPK . ' 

London, Nov 20. — An important dis- 
patch received yesterday at tho India 
office is believed to be Shere Ali's reply 
to the viceroy's iiltimatuni. Tho In- 
dian council was immediately summon- 
ed and the results of tho conference 
will be laid before the cabinet this 
afternoon. 

Naples, Nov. 20. — Pas.sananti in- 
formed his examiners that his intention 
was to finish King Humbert, and that 
if he had money enough to buy a revol- 
ver he would have succeeded. He had 
no personal feeling against the King or 
government. He intended assassination 
as a means toward an universal repub- 
lic. 

Rome, Nov. 20. — Passananti, tho 
would be assassin of King Humbert, 
manifested most perfect unconcern and 
brutal self assurance at his preliminary 
examination. When the magistrate 
expressed horror at the deed, the pris- 
oner said: "It seems to me that you 
are getting too excited." On being 
asked if he had not observed that the 
people would have torn him to pieces 
but for the police, ho replied: "The 
people are fools; they always act that 
way," To the question whether he had 
intended to kill the king or merely 
wound him, he answered; "My inten- 
tion was to finish him." 

Florence, Nov. 20.- — Several arrests 
have been made and the authorities 
are confident of securing the person 
who threw bombs into the ranks of the 
veterans' on Sunday last. Another of 
the wounded has died. 

New York, Nov. 29 — A Glasgow 
special gives a talk with a workingnian 
now on a strike. Ho saya the resolu- 
tion of the Clyde shipbuilders' engineer 
association, which went into full force 
on the 21st of October, reducing our 
wages not less than seven and a half 
per cent., has been the cause of bitter- 
ness of feeling between master and 
men. Their motto toward us has been 
"no money" and we will give as good 
as we get. We number over 20,000 
men in England, Ireland and Scotland, 
and we have at the present moment 
over §200,000 in the general fund. I 
hope I shan't see labor riots; but things 
look as if they are drifting in that 
way very quietly. 

London, Nov. 20. — Appalling des- 
titution exists among the mechanics 
and laborers at Sheffield in consequence 
of business depression. Hundreds ex- 
ist in tenement houses with clothing 
or furniture all sold or pawned to pro- 
cure food. They are without fuel and 
dependent upon the charity of neigh- 
bors. The mayor has called public 
meetings to devise measures of relief. 

London, Nov. 20. — A committee or- 
ganized to urge the early meeting of 
jiarliament in view of war with Afghan- 
istan, having asked Lord Beaconsficl.d 
to give tboni an interviewj'the premier 
has written a letter to their chairman, 
Lord Lawrence,' in reply. Lord Bca- 
cohsfi^eld says h^ is at a loss to perceive 
what useful purpose can be served by 
a more extendetl expression through a 
deputation from the committee of 
the opinions which Lord Lawrence 
and others have so frequently and co- 
piously explained in regai.rd tOi the as- 
sembling of parliament The govern- 
ment will, as a matter of course, be 
prepared in the event of the commence- 
mii'it of hostilities in India to atl'/ise 
her majesty to make such communi- 
cation to parliament as the letter and 
spirit q£; the act regulating the relations; 
of the crown with India may seem to 
require. This would seem to be a 
not less satisfactory and scarcely less 
constitutional mode of meeting the 
occasion than a series of memorials 
and deputations. The papers relative 
to India will bo published before .the 
end of tho month. . »J ii 



Lord^'Lawrence's ... committ«e toHlay 
passed a resolution regretting Lord 
Beaooiisfield's refusal to receive the de- 
putation, and emphatically condemn- 
ing his apparent determination, in the 
event of war being declared, not to ad- 
vise her majesty to consult parliament 
untU hostilities, ,, hayjB^ commenced. 
The committee" adjourned till Friday, 
and decided meanwhile to collect 
signatures to a protest. 

The act cited by Lonl Beaconsfield 
in his letter to Lord Lawrence pre- 
scribes that when Parlianiant is sitt- 
ing any order directing the .actual 
commencement .of hostilities by her 
majesty's forces in India must be com- 
municated to it within three inonth.i, 
and if parliament is not .sitting, then a 
month after it reassembles. Tlius the 
the government is under no legal ob- 
ligation to call parliament earlier than 
usual. 

Berlin, Nov. 20. — Russia is mak- 
ing gi-eat eftbrts to obtain an extension 
of the term of occupation of Turkey, 
but all the powers oppose it. 

Bombay, Nov. 20. — The Gazette an- 
nounces several regiments have' been 
warned to hold themselves in readiness 
to advance from Quettah immediately, 
and they are all ready. Merchants from 
Central Asia say no indications of a 
movement of Russians toward Afghan- 
istan are observable. 

CALIFORNIA, 
^roat Eroa^ in Stoclss. 

San Francisco, Nov. 20 — The stock 
panic continued to-day, S. Nevada go- 
ing down to 865, Union to .?u5, and 
others on the Conistock sympathizing 
with the leader.s. In the afternoon 
there was a partial recovery. The ex- 
citement in this city and Virginia was 
intense when tlie break occurred. The 
miners, many of whom wore ruined by 
the panic, threatened violence to John 
Skae, manager of the Sierra Nevada. 
Great excitement still prevails. ' 

NEVADA. 
Viroinia, Nov. 20 — Visitors were free- 
ly admitted into tho Sierra Nevada mine 
this momine. They .report the mine as 
looking well, with rich ore in the 2200 
croes cut. 

Hundreds of miners and workmen, as 
well as others more comfortably situated, 
have bankrupted to-day on margins.
